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There Was No Excitement In 1949 


It is lucky for those who are trying to keep 


politics out of unemployment that there exists 


a statistical table of reference I >r unemploy­ 


ment. 
The table is compiled by the U.S. D epart­ 


m ent of labor. There are some who chal­ 
lenge its reliability, some who say its figures 
are too much this way, or too much the 
other way. But there is no other valid basis 


of comparison.. 
Labor Secretary Mitchell reports that in 
the middle of February 62 million workers 
had. jobs. Three per cent of these, carried as 
full-time workers under ordinary conditions, 
were working part-tim e. 
The unemployment total was 5.2 million. 
"Taking into account seasonal factors,” says 
the secretary of labor, ‘‘that is a rate of 
6.7 per cent of the civilian labor force, about 
the sam e as during the winter of 1949-1950.** 
Why. then, is there so much more excite­ 
ment about unemployment in 1958 than there 
was in 1949-1950? As has been pointed out 
before, many persons who now are dem and­ 
ing extrem e m easures to relieve unemploy­ 
m ent do not even rem em ber that unemploy­ 
m ent nine years ago reached totals com­ 
parable with those of today. What m akes 


the difference? 


THE PRINCIPAL THING being done now 
that was not being done nine years ago when 
Harry Truman was president and the labor 
unions were his visible means of political 
support is a never-ending barrage of scare 
statem ents by Democratic 
politicians 
and 


union spokesmen. 
In 1949-1950. these same people were si­ 
lent about the economic slowdown that was 
evident in all the business and employment 
statistics. They did not want the idea to 
gain circulation that within four years after 
the end of World W ar II the economy no 
longer was being sustained by the postwar 


boom 
Thev talked down the recession to the limit 
of their ability, and they were given the 
complete cooperation of their political op­ 
ponents. who never have made a party prac­ 


tice of talking up recessions for political ad­ 
vantage. The though truth about this danger­ 
ous practice is that it worked so well for 
Dem OCH - in 1932 that they never outgrew 
it. As recently as the campaign of 1948. 
they still were ringing ail the old fam iliar 
changes on H erbert Hoover’s depression. 
Unemployment now is about what it was. 
percentage-wise, in 1949-1950 when Mr Tru­ 
man was in the White House. 


THE RATE of unemployment Is highest 
among the least skilled, who are commonly 
found in the largest numbers in the activities 
that have been hit hardest-construction, af­ 
fected by bad weather, and durable goods 
industries and their suppliers, affected by 
the slump in auto buying. Transportation, 
especially railroads, also has been hit hard. 
Thus, the only way to compensate for the 
hard-hitting in these places is to find pro­ 
gram s for quick relief. A tax cut, for exam ­ 
ple, would be as useless as the promise of 
an aspirin next year for a headache todav. 
The only relief for unemployment is em ­ 
ployment. Relief for the unemployed, on the 
other hand, nay be many other things pend­ 
ing re-employment — chiefly adequate unem­ 
ployment compensation. This, promises Sec- 
Mitchell, is going to be acted

Congress will be asked for legist 
tion to extend the duration of tim e during 
which unemployed people can draw benefits.

Up to now most political ob­ 
servers have felt that the econo­

Two subjects never fail to fas­ 
cinate me — convalescence and ed­ 
ucation. I will read about them 
anytime, anywhere. 
Knowing nothing about either, I 
am full of ideas of my own and 
can speak freely at the drop of a 
hint.

The first tim e I was sent to a 
hospital to go under the knife, as 
they used to put it, I was kept in 
a bed for IO d a y s,-handled like 
an incubator baby for the next two 
weeks and was still enjoying ill 
health at the end of two months. 
By that time it was necessary to 
go to work to earn some more 
money to go back to school the 
next fall and I had to give up my 
convalescence. That was the way 
it was done at that time. Even so 
minor a thing as having a baby 
was turned into an adventure in 
invalidism. 
Actually, all that had been done 
to m e was a simple, uncom plicated 
rem oval of an appendix that was 
not even acting up — what could 
be 
described 
as 
precautionary 
surgery. 
The latest trip I made to the 
hospital, on the other hand, was 
for something that was by no 
m eans simple or uncom plicated, 
yet they had me out of bed and 
were holding me erect by the back 
of my pajam as before I knew what 
hit me. 
I was urged to nip out of the 
sack and sit in a chair before I d 
been able to keep a lunch latched. 
Long before I felt like picking at 
the edge of the coverlet, that little 
old nurse who had taken it on her­ 
self to get me off the premises be­ 
fore I croaked h a d me orbiting 
up and down the corridor.

New York Times recently, a speak­ 
er pointed out that "early return 
to pre-operative activity” still has 
not been understood by enough 
doctors.

He pointed out that anim als get 
up and walk away under their own 
steam after surgery and many peo­ 
ple could do the sam e thing 
ir 
their doctors told them to. There is 
no universal rule about how soon a 
patient should get back into his 
stride, but there seems to be a 
universal opinion that 
convales­ 
cence is not necessarily done most 
efficiently in a supine position. 
It reminds me of the consterna­ 
tion 
caused 
several 
years 
ago 
when one of the Irish setters at 
our house caught a soft-nose bul­ 
let in the thigh bone and was en­ 
cased in a plaster cast. There is 
no way to m ake a dog stay in bed, 
and if there were it would be fatal 
anyway. 
So, within limits, the mutt had 
the run of the ranch. One of the 
things he was supposed not to do 
was swim in the creek. He tried 
that the third day and had to be 
dredged out because the cast got 
full of branchwater. He did every­ 
thing that came natural, except 
scratch with the cast-enclosed leg. 
Everything turned out fine. 
Apparently, the medical profes­ 
sion is ready to adm it that people 
enjoy excuses to be invalids moi e 
than is good for them. The jig may 
be up for some of us who gladly 
would make part-tim e careers of 
being pale and interesting against 
a white pillow if we thought we 
could get away with it.

The Smiling Menshikov

Down Through The Years

Smiles instead of scowls might 
not look to be worth much from 
the standpoint of ending the now 
13-year-old pro-and anti-Commun- 
ist cold war but there are signs 
that this change is upon us. 
Nikita Khrushchev was the first 
Russian top man who conspicuous­ 
ly smiled. At first, Khrushchev’s 
friendly effervescence was attri­ 
buted mainly to an excess of vod­ 
ka but gradually 
an 
impression 
has grown that his is a calculated 
technique; so much so that many 
authorities now place him among 
the most skillful politicians of all 
time. 
Until his illesss slowed h i rn 
down, 
President 
Eisenhower’s 
cheerfully 
optimistic 
demeanor 
m arked him all round the world 
as a main hope for peace; 
in 
m arked contrast with the deduc­ 
tion from John Foster Dulles dour 
countenance that he is the oppo­ 
site. 
And now comes a new Russian 
am bassador to the United States 
— Mikhail A. Menshikov — to up­ 
set all previous conceptions of that 
office under the Bolshevik regime, 
not even excepting Maxim Litvi- 
now, who as special am bassador 
ended 15 years of diplomatic hia­ 
tus in 1933 and cam e back as am ­ 
bassador briefly when the 
U.S. 
and Russia were wartim e allies.

Q. Medically, what is the dif­ 
ference 
b e t w e e n identical 
twins and ordinary tw ins? 
A. First, let’s start with a single 
birth. The fertilized egg begins to 
divide and rapidly forms a ball 
of cells from which the individual 
develops. If the cell ball splits, 
two individuals develop from the 
same egg. These are identical 
twins. They are of the same sex 
and are look-alikes. Twins of the 
other variety come from two fer­ 
tilized eggs. These are called fra­ 
ternal twins and have no greater 
resemblance than other brothers 
and sisters. Fraternal twins may 
or may not be of the same sex. 
Q. A large brain and high in­ 
telligence go hand in hand. 
True or false? 
A. Mainly false. A professor of 
zoology at the University of Co­ 
penhagen says that within limits, 
the weight of the brain does not 
seem to have a bearing on intelli­ 
gence. However, mental deficien­ 
cy does occur when the number 
of brain cells are below a certain 
limit. No one knows for sure 
what this limit is. 
“ Q. Can disease germs be pass­ 
ed from one person to another 
by use of a single fever ther­ 
mometer? 
A. Yes. Some hospitals provide 
individual thermometers for each 
patient. In other cases the nurse 
may use five or six thermom­ 


eters to take the temperature of 
thirty or so patients. Between 
patients the thermometers are 
kept in an antiseptic solution. In 
the home the medicine chest 
thermometer should be thorough­ 
ly cleansed after each use. A 
good way is to use soap and 
warm water and then wipe the 
thermometer with cotton satur­ 
ated with alcohol. Rubbing alco­ 
hol will do.

“ To be involved in rocket re ­ 
search and later in space trav el 
w ork, is not the sam e thing as 
being 
a

flight 
crew.** 
He explains that very few men 
will be in the flight crew of the 
first w orld-circling rocket ship: not 
m ore than 50. perhaps, including 
stand-by crew s and all. 
The crew m en won’t be over 5 
feet 
IO inches in height or in­ 
clined to chubbiness. They m ust 
be physically sound, with perfect 
hearing, perfect vision, good co­ 
ordination and a sense of hum or. 


They m ust have an I.Q. of 125 
or better and an interest in natural 
science. They m ust be eager to 
com plete 
an 
eight-year training 
course after college graduation. 
Not counting the huge num ber 
of m en needed for building space 
rockets and accessories, perhaps 
1.000 men will be needed on the 
ground for every two m en doing 
the flying. The m en in industry 
and research won t be held to such 
severe physical requirem ents as 
those of the flight crew s. 


ROCKETS of any size are the 
result 
of 
engineering, 
back 
of 
which 
are physics, m athem atics 
and chem istry. 
As a rule, the men responsible 
for the rocket iself a re aeronaut­ 
ical engineers, for the power plant, 
m echanical engineers and electron­ 
ics for the guidance devices. So a 
youth aim ing at these specialities 
should take a course in general 
engineering first, then specialize in 
one of the aforem entioned fields. 
The m inim um requirem ent for 
this work is a graduate degree in 
engineering, at least or a m a ste r's 
degree in physics or m athem atics. 
A Ph.D. is m ore sure and usually 
ups a salary by 25 percent. 
Younger lads looking forw ard to 
building rockets have to be strong 
in science and m athem atics. 
“ A good w ay.” says Mr. Ley. 
“ to get inform ation about the best 
colleges and universities for edu­ 
cation in rocketry is to w rite to 
the personnel people of big corp­ 
orations in the rocket field.
